'Unbearable to Let Things 
Drift Further/ Says Berlin, 
Hinting at Drastic Reprisal 


First Definitely Hostile Statement 
Comes Out of Berlin Saturday —- 
Meanwhile, France Refuses to Re-shape 
Her Cabinet to Germany's Wishes 


BERLIN—(ff>)—A German foreign office spokesman^

declared Saturday that a British suggestion that the U. S '* '^ 
turn over ships to England was "nothing less than a woW ; ' 
like act." 


He asserted that Germany "had shown restraint to 


the point of self-effacement," while "on the other side 
there has been a systematic policy of pin-pricks, chal- 
lenges, humiliation and even moral aggression." 


Now, the spokesman added, in commenting on British- 


American discussions of aid to Britain, "it is unbearable 
for Germany to let things drift further." 


(In Washington Secy. Hull declined comment.) 
The statements came at a solemn press conference 


one of the most serious ever held by the German foreign 
office spokesman. 


(Ronald Cross, British minister of shipping, said Fri- 


day in London that the assignment of a certain number of 
enemy ships in the U. S. and the addition of U. S. ships 
to the British service "are the only ways J can see of re- 
plenishment of consequence.")

No Sure Control Now 


Right at the moment, there is no 


sure method of controlling influenza 
Medical science is better off than it 
was in 1918 in just one respect-the 
virus which causes the malady has 
been isolated, by several investigators 
and has been established in animals! 
I wo types of, influenza virus have been 
isolated so far. The relationship of 


I these types is not yet known. 


Chief work along this line has been 


done by the Rockefeller Foundation 
Scientists there have 
succeeded 
in 


making a vaccine which, apparently 
will glvo protection against one type 
oftlie disease— to animals. Whether it 
will also give protection to human 
beings is not yet definitely known 
chiefly because opportunities to test 
U have been rare.

The sailors on that island escaped 


the flu. Yet Public Health Service 
officials point out that isolation of 
that kind is simply impossible for. the- 
public at large. People have to go 
to stores, they have to go to shops 
or offices to work, they have to ride 
on street ears and buses—they can- 
not avoid all contact with their fel- 
lows. 


Even the wearing of masks, familiar 


during the 1918 epidemic, is believed 
lo be of doubtful value—again, for 
the simple reason that no one can 
possibly keep his mask on every min- 
ute through the weeks that an epide- 
mic lasts.

Radio squirms 
at being at the mercy of a small 
group of men who have what radio 
needs. 


No one can predict how this fight 


will end. That will largely depend 
on how strong ASCAP really is. And 
that, in turn, is largely dependent on

So far as I can find out, there is no 


indication anywhere that any official 
in congress or out is willing to group 
recent accidents under one heading 
and place the mat the door of any- 
single cause. Even Mr. Hinshaw, who 
introduced the investigation resolu- 
tion, stated clearly that the purpose 
of the investigating committee would 
be to discover the causes, not to prove 
something already known.

Ernest Ludeen; near 
Salt Lake City, 10 dead; and at Chi- 
cago, 12 dead) all have occurred since 
abolition of the Air Safety Board and 
that for nearly a year and a half be- 
fore the board was abolished there 
were no fatal accidents on commer- 
cial airlines.

WASHINGTON-Capital people: 
Bein ga Texan and not exactly a 


young man, he is an A-l hunter and 
a crack shot because 40 years ago there 
were few men in that country worth 
their salt who couldn't get a quail with 
each barrel and drop a deer as far 
as he could draw a bead. 


But this man has Nimrod's own rab- 


bit's-foot in his pocket, too, and 
hardly ever takes the field but that 
he makes hunting history. A few years 
ago, for example, he went 
grouse 


hunting in Scotland. It is customary 
there, it seems, to hunt fro mbutts, 
or blinds, strung in a line up a hill. 
The lowest blind is considered the 
worst and the hunters draw straws 
for them the first time, then move 
up in progression until each has had 
a shot from every blind. 


This fellow drew the worst blind 


but got the first grouse. From then 
on almost every bird that flushed 
fie wstraight into the blind he hap- 
pened to be in and he got them all.

Scotland. 


Of late, this man hasn't been hunt-
